City of Upland is today on re- 
cord against the assessed valu- 
ation of public utility property 
here and the local council will be 
represented at a hearing of the 


California League of Municipali- 
ties. Sum of $25 was voted by 
the council last night as its share 
of the league’s efforts to seek a 
lorger appraisal for municioali- 
ties. 

Tho hesarine will be held in 
Sacramento early next month. 
Ontario has been asked to con- 
tribute $75 toward the fund, put 
City Service Manager Austin 
Burt said, today that it was un- 
likely that Ontario would send 
any money. 

Issue at the hearing will be 
between the utility representa- 
tives on one side and the muni- 


cipalities and counties on the 
other side. 
C. E. Grier, chairman of the 


county board of supervisors, is 
ack today from Sacramento, 
where he headed a county dele- 
gation at a hearing before the 
board, seeking to get a nigher 
assessment of utilities in the 
county. No change had been made 
in the county assessment by the 
board up until today, although 
changes had been made in some 
counties.

Cost of Caring for 1000 in 


County Under New Act 
To Be $100,000 





Aged persons in the Upland 


district are expected to qualify 
for aid under the terms of the 


new state old age security act. 


Throughout the county, 1000 per- 
sons will be benefitted, it is esti- 


mated. Sum of $100,000 has been 
set aside by the county supervis- 
ors to meet the needs of this 
group and administration of the 
fund. 

At present, 372 persons are on 
old age aid. At least 110 will be 


being reduced from 70 years to 
65 years. An estimated 300 will 
be placed on rolls when they are 
dropped by the SERA or its suc- 
cessor PWA. A total of 188 appli- 
cations from other persons have 
been filed for consideration. 
When Governor Merriam sign- 
ed the Hornblower measure, the 
state reduced the age limit to 65 
years and the maximum monthly 
amount allowed each increased 


from $30 to $35. One-half of the | 


money for this aid now is pro- 
vided by the county and one-half 
by the state. If the Federal gov- 
ernment ‘provides 
old age relief, it will pay one- 
half. of the cost for caring for 
California’s aged and the state 
and the county will each provide 
one-fourth of the total.

Located near an _ elementary 
school, within easy walking dis- 
tance to the citrus packing 
houses and the Upland business 
section if properly zoned the 
district is looked upon as hav- 
ing wonderful possibilities for 
home owners. 

Commenting on the scarcity of 
suitable houses to rent here, 
Councilman Fred &. Draper, 
whose office is adjacent to a 
real estate office, said that every 
week he hears persons inquir- 
ing about houses. 

And so the city officials ex- 
pressed themselves strongly in 
favor of doing what they could 
to further the interests of the 
j new part of Upland. It is ex- 
pected that Mr. Friend will meet 
the two city officials early next 
week. 

For several weeks, surveyors 
have been getting data on the 
;new annexation district concern- 
ing proposed street 1mprovements, 
curbs, etc. Within a short time 
a project will be filed with PWA 
officials for improvement of that 
district.

Ontario Council Asks Public

Lack of interest on the part 
of the Ontario tax payers or sat- 
isfaction with the new municipal 
budget were reasons advanced 
today for the fact that only one 
person appeared last night at a 
ipublic hearing to discuss the 
1935-36 budget. Ontarfo counct 
scheduled the hearing to provide 
an opportunity for persons to 
learn of the budget details and 
to learn why the increase of 
{more than $8000 ‘was necessary. 
| It is expected the budget, calt- 
for expenditures of $224,288, will 
be adopted by the Ontario coun- 
cil at its meeting August 5. 
Upland will not hold a hearing 
on its proposed budget “because 
the people would not attend,” 
Richard G. Manley, city service 
| manager, said today.

BABY IS NEAR DEATH 


Head-on Accident Kills Man, 
With Inquest To Be Held 
Here Tomorrow 


Fifty hours after she figured 
in a head-on automobile accident 
on Foothill boulevard, Mrs. Iness 
B. Gollob, Los Angeles, is today 
lying unconscious at the San An- 
tonio Community hospital and 
her baby is also seriously injured. 
| Recovery of Mrs. Gollob is 
very doubtful. 

I. L. Brokaw, Minneapolis, was 
killed-in the accident that occur- | 
red on Foothill at Central avenue. | 
Inquest over his remains will be 
held in the J. B. Daper & Co. 
mortuary at 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. T. A. Angus, Arcadia, 
also injured in the crash, has 
i removed to a hospital in 
Altadena.

The accident occurred when 
Mrs. Gollob, driving east, allow- 
ed her car to get into the north 
lane. Mr. Angus was driving west 
north lane. The terrific 
impact resulted in al- 
most instant death to Mr. Bro- | 
kaw, and critical injuries to 
three others. Mr. Brokaw, uncle 
of the woman, was a passenger 
in Mrs. Gollob’s car. By Mrs. 
Brokaw in the driver’s seat was 
her baby. It is believed that 
something attracted the woman, 
from the business of driving the 
car or that she lost control of 
the machine, allowing it to veer 
;into the wrong lane.

Tobias Larson, editor of Clare- 
mont Courier, now visiting in Kan- 
sas: So this was the dust bowl! 
It seems unbelievable. Only when 
you look closely under the cover- 
ing of a ferny-looking grass along 
hedges and board fences do you 
discover that underneath this 
young growth which later will 
turn out to be tumbleweed are the 
dust drifts. Rains in May and 
June have converted the barren 
and afflicted land into a country- 
side reveling in a riot of green. 
In lush pa3tures cattle graze con- 
tentedly. There is little now to 
show that two months ago dust 
clouds poured over the land and 
oozed into ¢very home. 

Yet what we see growing pro- 
fusely in pastures and prairie is 
not the lowly buffalo grass but 
weeds of endless variety including 
mainly the ubiquitous tumble- 
weed, but nearly all of these when 
young and tender are excellent 
stock food. But, pushing aside 
these weeds and looking closely, is 
seen the valuable cattle food, buf- 
falo grass, coming to life and 
growing slowly but surely.

legislation of the NRA and AAA—even though the most un- 
biased commentators are strongly against it. It 
that many of the New Dealers who are closest to the President 
are frank in saying that the constitution is out of date and that 
it must be drastically overhauled if it is to cope with modern 
conditions. When the Supreme Court meets again it will be 
called upon to pass on two more measures close to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s heart—the AAA and TVA. Chances seem to be that 
both these bureaus will be declared wholly or partially uncon- 
stitutional. Should that happen the New Deal will be forced 
to go into the 1936 campaign with a platform demanding con- 
stitutional revision—drastie, thorough and immediate.

At its recent convention the 
league expressed its opposition to

On June 16 the California leg- 
slature adjourned presumably 
having balanced the state bud- 
get. Upon review of the situ- 
ation, oNe will observe that the 
legislature failed to provide funds 
for meeting the carry-over def- 
icit of $25,000,000. It failed to 
provide for unemployment relief 
during the second year of the bi- 
enium which will require approx- 
imately $24,000,000, and accord- 
ing to the Department of Finance 


the revenue estimates of the 
joint legislative tax committee 
are some $20,000,000 too high. 


Moreover, the old age pension act 
will require an additional $2,000,- 
000 and presumably some $2,- 
000,000 will be required to finance 
special appropriations. As the 
result, the legislature will find 
it necessary to raise somewhere 
between $50,000,000 and $75,000,- 
000 before the current biennium 
ends which means that the gov- 
ernor will be compelled to call a 
special session sometime in the 
next few months. Hence, _ the 
tax problem in the state of Cali- 
fornia ig still unsolved and un- 
less the citizens of the state de- 
mand relief, an additional tax 
burden will doubtless be heaped 
upon the already overburdened 
taxpayer. Economy in govern- 
ment is the only permanent solu- 
tion, not the levy of new taxes 
nor the shifting of existing tax- 
es from one group to another. 

The league recommended the 
following: 

1. Overlapping and duplicating 
functions of government should be 
abolished. 

2. Number of governmental 
and taxing units should be reduc- 
ed. t 

3. Uniform system of account- 
ing and budgeting should be adopt- 
ed.
